The largest vote 
ever polled by a minor party was ln 
181*1*, when Golden Rule Sara Jones, 
running as independent candidate for 
governor, got 100,000 votes. 
The So­ 
cialists have been more active in thh* 
campaign than any other, and draw 
most of their strength from Cleveland, 
Cincinnati and Toledo. 
The Prohibition party will not Ml.ely 
be much larger this year than 
four 
years ago, when It was 19,000. 
It will 
hardly go 
beyond 
26,000 or 30,000. 
Heanst’s Independence party has gone 
to stick» in this state and will hardly 
get, so to speak, more than a corpor- 
al’s guard of 
votes. 
The Socialist- 
Labor and People’s parties will only 
get a scattering. 
The Ohio tou** of 
Debs, the Sollallst candidate for presl- 
dent, Injected additional activity Into 
his cohorts, and probably mad» for 
himself some votes. 
If the three constitutional 
amend­ 
ments fail to carry, It will be because 
of lack of interest. 
If a million votes 
are cast a majority of these must bo 
for the amendments or they will be de­ 
feated. 
So that one person out of 
every two, with one added to the grand 
total, must vote for the amendment» 
if they are to he adopted. 
The campaign for the adoption of 
the amendment» has been conducted 
under the auspices of the state boaid 
of commerce. 
Organizations to pro­ 
mote the movement have been effected 
in more than one-half of the count os, 
and every effort ha» been made 
to 
awaken the electors to the Importance 
of supporting the amendment». 
Both 
the old parties favor them, so political 
consideration* do not enter into the
